Tuscon, Ariz. — Civilization is 


infilterating the almost impassable 
frontier of' Mexico's Seri Indians, 
frequently called the most barbaric 
bloodthirsty and primitive tribe in 
North America. 


Much of the fear of these little- 


known people, who have technically 
been at war with Mexico for 4'JO 
years, is being dispelled by Wil- 
liam Neil Smith, 27, University oi 
Arizona student in anthropology, 
who is now making his fourth trip 
to the Seris in two years. 


Contrary to general belief, Smith 


says the Seris have no cannibalis- 
tic instincts, do not eat their meat 
raw, are not committing race suic- 
ide by killing their children, and 
are not treacherous and danger 
ous. 


The Seris live on Tiburon Is- 


land in the Gulf of California, an 
18 by 30 mile 
tract

Experts Say 
This Light 
Year for Polio 


By PAUL F. ELLIS 


New York, July 10 — (UP) — 


The dreaded polio season is here 
and experts on infantile paralysis 
expressed reserved optimism today 
that the disease will not reach the 
epidemic slate this year. 


This time last year, the disease 


was raging in several sections of 
the country and continued in epi- 
demic form through the summer. 


Latest reports to the 
National 


Foundation for Ifantile 
Parlysis 


showed today that 1,200 cases 
been reported since Jan. 1, 1947, 
a figure above the average, but 
far below the number reported at 
this same date last year. The 1946 
figure at this time was 1,852, and 
it grew to more than 25,000 be- 
ore the 1947 outbreaks subsided. 


There is really only one "dan- 


ger spot" in the country today. It 
is Los Angeles county, which has 
reported 346 cases this year, 
an 


increase slightly more than 100 
over 1946. 


Officials of the foundation, know- 


ing the uncertainty of polimyeli- 
tis, refrained from making a pre- 
diction that the 
country 
would 


escape a polio epidemic this year, 
but they pointed to the figures, 
showing that the disease as of now 
definitely is not as widespread as 
in 1946. 


They said the unusually cold and 


wet spring of 1947 might have been 
a blessing. Polio likes hot, 
dry 


weather. In 1946, March was 
ex- 
tremely hot and dry, although April 
was cool. 


If polio gets no worse during the 


next two weeks, it was said, then 
the country should escape a serious 
outbreak in 1947.

Experts Say 
This Light 
Year for Polio 


By PAUL F. ELLIS 


New York, July 10 — (UP) — 


The dreaded polio season is here 
and experts on infantile paralysis 
expressed reserved optimism today 
that the disease will not reach the 
epidemic slate this year. 


This time last year, the disease 


was raging in several sections of 
the country and continued in epi- 
demic form through the summer. 


Latest reports to the 
National 


Foundation for Ifantile 
Parlysis 


showed today that 1,200 cases 
been reported since Jan. 1, 1947, 
a figure above the average, but 
far below the number reported at 
this same date last year. The 1946 
figure at this time was 1,852, and 
it grew to more than 25,000 be- 
ore the 1947 outbreaks subsided. 


There is really only one "dan- 


ger spot" in the country today. It 
is Los Angeles county, which has 
reported 346 cases this year, 
an 


increase slightly more than 100 
over 1946. 


Officials of the foundation, know- 


ing the uncertainty of polimyeli- 
tis, refrained from making a pre- 
diction that the 
country 
would 


escape a polio epidemic this year, 
but they pointed to the figures, 
showing that the disease as of now 
definitely is not as widespread as 
in 1946. 


They said the unusually cold and 


wet spring of 1947 might have been 
a blessing. Polio likes hot, 
dry 


weather. In 1946, March was 
ex- 
tremely hot and dry, although April 
was cool. 


If polio gets no worse during the 


next two weeks, it was said, then 
the country should escape a serious 
outbreak in 1947.

Experts Say 
This Light 
Year for Polio 


By PAUL F. ELLIS 


New York, July 10 — (UP) — 


The dreaded polio season is here 
and experts on infantile paralysis 
expressed reserved optimism today 
that the disease will not reach the 
epidemic slate this year. 


This time last year, the disease 


was raging in several sections of 
the country and continued in epi- 
demic form through the summer. 


Latest reports to the 
National 


Foundation for Ifantile 
Parlysis 


showed today that 1,200 cases 
been reported since Jan. 1, 1947, 
a figure above the average, but 
far below the number reported at 
this same date last year. The 1946 
figure at this time was 1,852, and 
it grew to more than 25,000 be- 
ore the 1947 outbreaks subsided. 


There is really only one "dan- 


ger spot" in the country today. It 
is Los Angeles county, which has 
reported 346 cases this year, 
an 


increase slightly more than 100 
over 1946. 


Officials of the foundation, know- 


ing the uncertainty of polimyeli- 
tis, refrained from making a pre- 
diction that the 
country 
would 


escape a polio epidemic this year, 
but they pointed to the figures, 
showing that the disease as of now 
definitely is not as widespread as 
in 1946. 


They said the unusually cold and 


wet spring of 1947 might have been 
a blessing. Polio likes hot, 
dry 


weather. In 1946, March was 
ex- 
tremely hot and dry, although April 
was cool. 


If polio gets no worse during the 


next two weeks, it was said, then 
the country should escape a serious 
outbreak in 1947.

Experts Say 
This Light 
Year for Polio 


By PAUL F. ELLIS 


New York, July 10 — (UP) — 


The dreaded polio season is here 
and experts on infantile paralysis 
expressed reserved optimism today 
that the disease will not reach the 
epidemic slate this year. 


This time last year, the disease 


was raging in several sections of 
the country and continued in epi- 
demic form through the summer. 


Latest reports to the 
National 


Foundation for Ifantile 
Parlysis 


showed today that 1,200 cases 
been reported since Jan. 1, 1947, 
a figure above the average, but 
far below the number reported at 
this same date last year. The 1946 
figure at this time was 1,852, and 
it grew to more than 25,000 be- 
ore the 1947 outbreaks subsided. 


There is really only one "dan- 


ger spot" in the country today. It 
is Los Angeles county, which has 
reported 346 cases this year, 
an 


increase slightly more than 100 
over 1946. 


Officials of the foundation, know- 


ing the uncertainty of polimyeli- 
tis, refrained from making a pre- 
diction that the 
country 
would 


escape a polio epidemic this year, 
but they pointed to the figures, 
showing that the disease as of now 
definitely is not as widespread as 
in 1946. 


They said the unusually cold and 


wet spring of 1947 might have been 
a blessing. Polio likes hot, 
dry 


weather. In 1946, March was 
ex- 
tremely hot and dry, although April 
was cool. 


If polio gets no worse during the 


next two weeks, it was said, then 
the country should escape a serious 
outbreak in 1947.

Experts Say 
This Light 
Year for Polio 


By PAUL F. ELLIS 


New York, July 10 — (UP) — 


The dreaded polio season is here 
and experts on infantile paralysis 
expressed reserved optimism today 
that the disease will not reach the 
epidemic slate this year. 


This time last year, the disease 


was raging in several sections of 
the country and continued in epi- 
demic form through the summer. 


Latest reports to the 
National 


Foundation for Ifantile 
Parlysis 


showed today that 1,200 cases 
been reported since Jan. 1, 1947, 
a figure above the average, but 
far below the number reported at 
this same date last year. The 1946 
figure at this time was 1,852, and 
it grew to more than 25,000 be- 
ore the 1947 outbreaks subsided. 


There is really only one "dan- 


ger spot" in the country today. It 
is Los Angeles county, which has 
reported 346 cases this year, 
an 


increase slightly more than 100 
over 1946. 


Officials of the foundation, know- 


ing the uncertainty of polimyeli- 
tis, refrained from making a pre- 
diction that the 
country 
would 


escape a polio epidemic this year, 
but they pointed to the figures, 
showing that the disease as of now 
definitely is not as widespread as 
in 1946. 


They said the unusually cold and 


wet spring of 1947 might have been 
a blessing. Polio likes hot, 
dry 


weather. In 1946, March was 
ex- 
tremely hot and dry, although April 
was cool. 


If polio gets no worse during the 


next two weeks, it was said, then 
the country should escape a serious 
outbreak in 1947.

Experts Say 
This Light 
Year for Polio 


By PAUL F. ELLIS 


New York, July 10 — (UP) — 


The dreaded polio season is here 
and experts on infantile paralysis 
expressed reserved optimism today 
that the disease will not reach the 
epidemic slate this year. 


This time last year, the disease 


was raging in several sections of 
the country and continued in epi- 
demic form through the summer. 


Latest reports to the 
National 


Foundation for Ifantile 
Parlysis 


showed today that 1,200 cases 
been reported since Jan. 1, 1947, 
a figure above the average, but 
far below the number reported at 
this same date last year. The 1946 
figure at this time was 1,852, and 
it grew to more than 25,000 be- 
ore the 1947 outbreaks subsided. 


There is really only one "dan- 


ger spot" in the country today. It 
is Los Angeles county, which has 
reported 346 cases this year, 
an 


increase slightly more than 100 
over 1946. 


Officials of the foundation, know- 


ing the uncertainty of polimyeli- 
tis, refrained from making a pre- 
diction that the 
country 
would 


escape a polio epidemic this year, 
but they pointed to the figures, 
showing that the disease as of now 
definitely is not as widespread as 
in 1946. 


They said the unusually cold and 


wet spring of 1947 might have been 
a blessing. Polio likes hot, 
dry 


weather. In 1946, March was 
ex- 
tremely hot and dry, although April 
was cool. 


If polio gets no worse during the 


next two weeks, it was said, then 
the country should escape a serious 
outbreak in 1947.
